The am bassado r is co m p letely satis­ 
fied w ith his o wn co ndu ct while rep re­ 
senting this co u ntry in the cap ital o f 
Mex ico ; regrets no thing th at he did 
against the M adero s and fo r the Hu - 
erta-D iaz factio n, and insists th a t he 
wo u ld do the sam e thing o v er again.

Secretary Garrison, who is now mak­ 
ing a fiv e weeks’ tou r of the cou ntry , 
will v isit most of the army posts in 
the United States. 
lie is accompanied 
by 
Major General

Wood , 
chief of staff, and Major General Ale- 
shire, chief of the q u arterm aster gorps. 
The secretary has fou nd that there 
tre 1G7 army posts in the United 
States, or one post to ev ery 250 sol­ 
d iers of the mobile army .. He agrees 
with General Wood that 75 per cent 
of these posts cou ld be aband oned not 
only withou t impairing the efficiency 
of the army , bu t with most beneficial 
resu lts both for tbe efficiency of the 
troops and for economy . 


R e d u ce N u m b e r of Posts. 
It is the secretary ’s plan to red u ce 
the nu mber of arm y posts ju st as rap­ 
id ly as possible withou t u psetting con­ 
d itions. 
He will end eav or to concen­ 
trate the troops in larger posts, and 
as soon as q u arters can be fou nd for 
the forces now scattered among the 
little posts the concentration will go 
forw ard . The secretary consid ers that 
he has au thority u nd er ex isting law 
to pu t the troops where he sees fit 
withou t going to congress for any ad ­ 
d itional legislation. 
Congressional aid 
will be need ed , howev er, in complet­ 
ing the concentration, as by law the 
United States cannot d ispose of any 
property withou t the consent of con­ 
gress. 
The secretary will probably not be­ 
gin any transfer of troops u ntil he has 
retu rned from bjs tou r of inspection 
A protest from congressmen is certain 
as soon as he pu ts his present plan into 
effect, as members alway s hav e been 
fpu nd fighting for the retention of 
arm y posts in their d istricts. The mon­ 
ey ex pend ed for army su pplies as well 
as the ex pend itu res by the sold iers 
themselv es makes thearm$r posts popu ­ 
lar in the cities where they are located . 


V a s t S u m s Exp ende d. 
Similarly v ast su ms hav e been ex ­ 
pend ed in improv ing army posts in the 
mid d le west withou t any military v al­ 
u e principally becau se congressmen in­ 
terested hav e been anx iou s to tbrow 
contracts in the way of bu siness men 
In their d istricts. 
Military consid era­ 
tions hav e been allowed to play only 
a small part in the way hu ge su ms 
hav e been parceled ou t to array pests 
which the army itself was only too 
anx iou s to get rid of altogether. 
The fight against the u seless army 
post was begu n by Secretary Dickin­ 
son and continu ed by Secretary Stim- 
son. 
Mr. Stimson d rew u p a d efinite 
plan for reliev ing tbe situ ation, bu t 
was balked in his efforts by congress. 
General Wood had been behind the 
fight on the u seless army post for the 
last three y ears.

DISCOVER HOW TO KEEP 
STORAGE BUTTER SWEET. 


W a y F o u n d In D a ir y in g to P re v e n t the 


W a r e h o u s e F lavor. 


Recognizing the necessity of cold 
storage bu tter in tbe su mmer for u se 
in the winter, when su pply is shorter 
and d emand greater, and at the same 
time knowing that stored bu tter is apt 
to hav e d isagreeable flav ors, the gov 
em inent at Washington has ex peri­ 
mented u ntil now it is able to an 
nou nce a means of really keeping bu t­ 
ter in cold storage in its natu ral state. 
It has fou nd that some metals either 
cau sed or greatly accelerated flav ors in 
bu tter. The scientists of the d airy d i 
v ision of the bu reau of ar.inial ind u s­ 
try reported that the presence of a v ery 
small amou nt of iron in cheese cau sed 
u nd esirable flav ors to increase in in 
tensity d u ring storage. These flav ors 
were often d esignated by bu tter ex 
perts as “metallic,” “oily ” or “fishy .” 
The inju riou s effect of iron was fou nd 
by ad d ing iron in known q u antities, 
v ary ing from 1 to 500 parts to a 
million parts ©f cream. 
The blitter 
mad e from su ch cream was compare-1 
with that mad e from cream where al 
precau tions were taken to av oid an; 
u nd u e contact with iron d u ring tin» 
whole process o»f bu ttermaking. 
The 
bu tter was stored at 6 to 10 d egrees 
F., and the q u ality of the bu tter was 
scored by ex perts at d ifferent times 
In ev ery instance where the bu tler was 
scored a few d ay s after making the 
samples to which irori had been ad d ed 
scored lower than the bu tter 
m ad e 
from cream which contained no iron 
This held tru e in most cases on th 
second and third scoring, which o 
cu rred at interv als v ary ing from 
to 1 87 d ay s. 
The most noticeable fe 
tu re was the rapid d ev elopment o! 
bad flav or in the bu tter containing t!* 
iron. When both the control and th 
ex perimental bu tter became f i 
s h y 
i 
was noticed that the control bu tte 
was the last to become so. 
Only a 
small proportion of the ifon ad d ed to 
the cream was fou nd in the bu tter. t Tr> 
remaind er hav ing been taken u p by thr 
bu ttermilk and water. 
The influ ence of copper on the flav or 
of bu tter was stu d ied in a similar man 
ner. and it was fou nd that copper, 
ev en in small q u antities, seemed to 
cau se more marked changes of flav or 
in bu tter than d id the iron, with a d e 
cid ed tend ency to word a fishy flav or 
In storage. 
Two ex periments showed 
the harmfu l effect of u sing poorly 
tinned pasteu rizers, ev en thou gh the 
cream came in conteiot with the cop 
per su rface for only a few second s. f< r 
asid e from this, all other cond ition* 
were ex actly alike d u ring the complete 
process of bu tter manu factu re. 
The conclu sion was that if cream 
were kept In ru sty cans or came in 
contact with iron q r copper at anv 
time d u ring the process of bu ttermak 
ing it might affect the flav or of storaere 
bu tter. It is ex pected that this d lscov 
ery wifi insu re good storage bu tter, as 
bu y ers will hereafter be able to check 
their consignments and make note of 
the d airy men whose bu tter goes wrong 
in the warehou se.

FOUND INCURABLE 


Kansas Commission Makes Its 


Report on Disease. 


VACCINE REALLY HARMFUL.

The horse plagu e which killed more 
than 25,000 horses and mu les in west­ 
ern Kansas was not an infectiou s or 
contagiou s d isease, bu t a poison cau s­ 
ed 
by u nu su al 
climatic cond itions. 
There is no known cu re for i t 
It is 
not likely to occu r again for y ears, 
and y et it may come at any time. 
This is the report of the special com­ 
mission of the Univ ersity of Kansas 
named by Chancellor Strong and Gov ­ 
ernor Stu bbs last fall to inv estigate 
the d isease. 
The report is based on 
the work of the commission at its re­ 
search station at Ness City , Kan. The 
gov ernment had a station at Dod ge 
City , with six teen inv estigators work­ 
ing, and the agricu ltu ral college had a 
station at Hox ie, and the three sets 
of inv estigators concu rred In general 
with the find ings of the u niv ersity 
commission, which were su bmitted to 
Gov ernor Hod ges of Kansas. 
The u niv ersity commission was com­ 
posed of Professor S. J. Hu nter, state 
entomologist; W. K. Trimble, associ­ 
ate professor of clinical pathology ; I)r. 
A. L. Skogg of Kansas City and N. P. 
Sherwood , instru ctor in bacteriology . 
In its d etailed report ou the d isease 
which cau sed su ch heav y losses to 
Kansas farmers the commission said : 


D isease N o t Infectious. 
“This d isease, so far as known, is 
not contagiou s, not infectiou s, has not 
been transm itted from horse to horse 
nor from horse to man. 
“No specific organisms of v iru s hav e 
y et been fou nd or d escribed that can 
be consid ered as the cau se of this d is­ 
ease. 
It has not been prod u ced in 
horses ex perimentally by means of 
transfu sion or inocu lation from sick to 
well horses. 
The pathologic find ings 
are not those of any known infectiou s 
d isease. 
“No ev id ence has arisen to ind icate 
that in water alone is to be fou nd the 
cau se of this d isease. 
Its natu re su g­ 
gests a poison introd u ced from withou t. 
The cau se is associated with mold s 
and parasitic fu ngi growing on grains 
and other v egetation. It occu rred only 
among horses grazing in pastu res, fed 
u pon lately cu t, improperly cu red for­ 
age. One attack of the d isease d oes not 
immu nize the su bject against a second 
attack. 
Prophy lax is 
or 
prev entiv e 
treatm ent, 
throu gh the ex ercise of 
proper care in feed ing only pu re w ater, 
well cu red forage and grain In limited 
q u antities d u ring the period of the ou t­ 
break, is the only prov ed means of 
d ealing with the d isease. Where these 
precau tions hav e been carefu lly heed ed 
this sickness has ceased . 


R e cu rra n ce D e p e n d s on C lim ate. 
“A retu rn of the d isease is. In ou r 
opinion, d epend ent u pon the recu rrence 
of climatic cond itions similar to those 
of the past season. That is, the poison­ 
ou s cond itions in the pastu res and in 
the forage are d u e to the ex cessiv e 
moistu re and hu mid ity , accompanied 
by high tem peratu res. These climatic 
cond itions are u nu su al to the region 
at the season of the y ear when this 
d isease occu rred . 
Whenev er these cli­ 
matic cond itions prev ailed ov er Kan­ 
sas areas, u su ally d ry at that season, 
this forage poisoning occu rred among 
horses. 
The changes observ ed in the 
microscopic ex aminations of the brain 
and spinal cord ind icate some kind of 
an intox ication process and not a d is­ 
ease cau sed by bacteria su ch as men­ 
ingitis or infantile paraly sis. 
“Und er the gu ise of the word v accine 
commercial 
preparations, 
some 
of 
which hav e prov ed to be positiv ely 
harmfu l, hav e been promu lgated and 
sold at large prices. 
Dru gs and spe­ 
cific hav e prov ed practically worth­ 
less and in some cases positiv ely harm ­ 
fu l.”

With the pu rpose of taking the last 
step necessary to cru sh ou t the inter­ 
national traffic in smoking opiu m, co­ 
caine and other nox iou s and habit 
forming d ru gs, representativ es of for­ 
ty -fou r nations gathered at The Hagu e 
a few d ay s ago to continu e the inter­ 
national conference which ad jou rned 
in that capital on Jan. 23. 19 12. 
The 
pu rpose of the gathering is to ascer­ 
tain whether a su fficient nu mber of 
powers will join in ratify ing the inter­ 
national conv ention looking to the su p­ 
pression of the opiu m traffic, d rafted 
by that conference, to insu re its su c­ 
cessfu l operation. 
Opiu m has long been a cau se of se­ 
riou s international conflict. Chinh and 
Great Britain hav ing gone to war on 
the su bject in 18 40, when the “opiu m 
w ar” finally resu lted in the cession of 
Hongkong to Great Britain. 
The re­ 
cent mov ement for the su ppression of 
the trad e In habit forming d ru gs is 
American In origin. Beginning in 19 06 
a sy stematic effort to secu re this re­ 
su lt by international* action, the state 
d epartment su cceed ed in the creation 
of the international commission, which 
met In Shanghai in 19 09 and pav ed the 
way for the more official gathering of 
d elegates at The Hagu e in Deoeml>er, 
19 11. 
Tills 
conference, 
after 
two 
months’ hard work, agreed u pon the 
form of a general conv ention, which, 
broad ly speaking, was calcu lated to 
pu t an end to international d ealing In 
harmfu l d ru gs. 


T w e lv e P o w e r s In A ccord . 
There were twelv e powers party to 
this agreement—America, China, Ger­ 
many , France, Great Britain, Italy , Ja ­ 
pan. the Netherland s, Portu gal, Ru s 
sia, Siam and Persia. 
It was pointed ou t tfiat it wou ld be 
u seless for these cou ntries, the largest 
prod u cers and u sers, to agree to rad i 
cal measu res for the International con 
trol of habit d ru gs so long as it was 
open to the citizens of states not rep­ 
resented at the conference to continu e 
or take u p the prod u ction and traffic. 
Therefore the congress ad jou rned on 
Jan. 23. 19 12, with the u nd erstand ing 
that the thirty -fou r gov ernments of 
Eu rope ami America which had not 
participated shou ld be inv ited to join 
in the ratification of the conv ention. If 
this cou ld not be accomplished by 
Dec. 31, 19 12, another conference was 
to follow at The Hagu e to prov id e for 
the ratification of the conv ention. This 
d ate was su bseq u ently postponed u ntil 
Ju ly 1. 19 13. 


T w o P o w e r s H o ld Out. 
In the med ntwne the gov ernment of 
the Netherland s and the United States 
gov ernment hav e been earnestly ad ­ 
d ressing themselv es to the task of se­ 
cu ring the ad herence of the ou tsid e 
powers with su ch su ccess that bu t two 
—Turkey and Peru —are now hold ing 
ou t. Ab Tu rkish opiu m is of the high­ 
est grad e and u sed altogether for me­ 
d icinal pu rposes^ it Li practically <*er 


tain that Tu rkey will ad here to the 
conv ention when it can be shown that 
this ind u stry wou ld not be inju red by 
the treaty . 
Peru has been relu ctant 
to join becau se of the seriou s loss that 
wou ld resu lt from the d estru ction of 
her present profitable trad e in cocoa, 
from which cocaine is ex tracted . 
No d ou bt is entertained at the state 
d epartm ent of the u ltim ate approv al of 
the conv ention, thou gh it Is ad mitted 
that some effort may be mad e to 
amend it in certain respects. Tbe nex t 
step then will be for the v ariou s gov ­ 
ernments to d eposit at The Hagu e for­ 
mal ratifications.

The noble work of this particular 
Aid society has done for its church

cause in its 
community is universally recognized 
and it takfis money to do good, in 
many ways. 
The ladies thought an 
interesting 
lecture 
such as 
was 
promised might he uplifting and a 
few dozen nickels would look good 
in their treasury so they set to work 
to secure as 
good an 
audience as 
possible. 
The “ lecture” was given, preced­ 
ed by a song and prayer; a number 
of charts were exhibited calculated 
to give her audience a better idea of 
the plans and specifications of the 
inner woman.

au ou tbreak of fleas and sev eral in­ 


festations hav e been rep orted to the 


office of 
the 
State 
Entomologist. 


Owing to the fact that last fall u n­ 
der similar fav orable climatic condi­ 
tions a rather seriou s p lagu e of this 
p est resu lted not only in Indianap o­ 
lis, bu t also in sev eral scattered lo­ 
calities 
throu ghou t 
the 
state, 
it 
seems adv isable to call attention to 
the p ossibility of another 
ou tbreak 
and methods of p rev enting it. 
The flea concerned in last 
y ear’s 
p lagu e and the cases rep orted 
thu s 
far is not the hu man flea 
bu t 
the 
common cat and dog flea. 
This in­ 
sect is v ery small, not 
more 
than 
1 /8 of an inch long, with 
a 
small 
head fitted with a 
su cking 
mou th 
and with a decidedly lateraly 
com­ 
p ressed body . 
The legs 
are 
q u ite 
long and fitted for ju mp ing a good 
distance bu t the insect cannot fly as 
is sometimes su p p osed. 
An infestation of this 
p est 
we 
hav e fou nd 
has 
alway s 
resu lted 
throu gh the agency of 
a 
domestic 
animal, and is easily accou nted for 
when the life history of the flea is 
u nderstood. 
The eggs are laid loose 
in the hair of infested animals and 
fall off when they lie down to rest 
or when 
the 
scratch 
themselv es. 
Thu s the eggs are often 
fou nd 
in

USES OF FELDSPAR. 


Exten sively 
Emp lo yed 
In th e 
M a n u ­ 
factu re o f Po ttery. 
The principal use of feldspar, accord­ 
ing to a recent report of the United 
States g eolog ical 
surv ey , is in the 
manufacture of pottery , enamel ware, 
enamel brick and tile and electrical j 
ware. 
Of these applications the most 
important is its use in the body and j 
g laze of the v arious g rades of pottery 
and v itrified sanitary ware, in which | 
it constitutes from 1 0 to 3 5 per cent. 
Its v alue in pottery is that it melts j 
at a lower point than the other Ing redi­ 
ents and serv es as a flux , binding the 
clay and quartz particles tog ether. In 
g lazes the percentag e of feldspar used 
is hig her than in the body and runs 
from 3 0 to 50 per cen t 
Other uses of feldspar, which do not 
require the hig h * g rade demanded by 
the pottery trade, are in the manufac­ 
ture of emery and corundum w heels, 
where it serv es as a binder; in the 
manufacture of opalescent g lass; as a 
poultry g rit; as a constituent of roof 
ing material and for surfacing concrete 
work. 
Small quantities of the purest g rades 
of potash feldspar are used in the 
manufacture of artificial teeth. 
For 
this purpose it bring s 
the hig hest 
prices—from $G to $S a barrel of 3 50 
pourids. 
It is also used in the manu­ 
facture of scouring soaps and window 
wash. 
As a potash bearing fertilizer g round 
feldspar has been used, but with re­ 
sults of doubtful v alue. 
Attempts are 
being made to ex tract from feldspar 
its content of potash. 
Ex periments 
along this line hav e not y et dev eloped 
a commercial process, but It is to be 
hoped that some of the efforts will be 
successful, as the av ailable supply of 
the raw material is practically inex ­ 
haustible.

The 
only fu nction and ju stification for the 
existence of a navy is the p reservation 
of p eace. To p erform this fu nction the 
navy mu st be adequ ate, and. thou gh 
so mu ch discu ssed In these recent 
times, the word ‘adequ ate’ as ap p lied 
to the navy has bu t one meaning, and 
that is an ‘adequ ate navy’ is a navy 
of a strength su fficient to meet and 
defeat any p robable enemy. 
“This strength is not absolu te, bu t 
relative, and varies from p eriod to p e­ 
riod as the other naval p owers of the 
world vary their naval strength. 
At 
the p resent p eriod ‘adequ acy’ on ou r 
p art calls for a navy second In strength 
to that of England only, and in my 
op inion inadequ acy is an Invitation to 
war. 
“We ou rselves, throu gh lack of fore­ 
sight of ou r fathers and grandfathers, 
p aid the p enalty of ou r generation In 
the loss of hu ndreds of thou sands of 
lives, and ou r sons and grandsons have 
been p aying the costs of the billions of 
dollars wasted and the hu ndreds of 
millions in p ensions for which they 
were mortgaged, and they still con­ 
tinu e to p ay. 
“We are p aying today for the navy 
as an insu rance which does not insu re 
u s, rou ghly. $1.50 p er cap ita p er an­ 
nu m. 
Besides w hat has already been 
p aid In lives and money, we are still 
mortgaged* by lack of foresight in ou r 
fathers, to the extent of the national 
debt and the additional $1.80 p er cap ­ 
ita p er annu m that we are p aying in 
p ensions. 
“Shall ou r lack of foresight continu e 
this system of mortgaging the coming 
generations, or shall w’e add the rela­ 
tively small su m needed to the Insu ffi­ 
cient insu rance we already p ay to 
make that insu rance adequ ate?"

U. S. Bureau Plans to Better 


Their Living Conditions.

The United States bu reau of mines 
is abou t to investigate the conditions 
u nder w’hich a miner works, believing 
that insanitary conditions which exist 
in some of the mines as well as in 
some of the mining towns are a factor 
in the death rate among the men. 
It 
is intimated that these conditions not 
only u nnecessarily cau se the death of 
miners throu gh disease, bu t they are 
often 
resp onsible for accidents which 
might not have hap p ened if the miners 
were in p erfect health. 
The bu reau has organized w’hat is 
known as the mine sanitation section, 
in charge of J. H. White, engineer. 
The bu reau hop es to bring abou t 
p rogress by ap p ealing to the miner, the 
manager and the owner, showing that 
all three can assist, and how’ all three 
can be benefited by good sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
Pictures to Be Used. 
It will reach the miner by means of 
illu strated lectu res, moving p ictu re ex­ 
hibits and p ictorial circu lars.

Strike That Is Sp read ing Throug h the 


Grim Place Given a Backset b y Re­ 


moval of Sixty of the Ring lead ers to 


Aub urn, b ut Ward en Clancy’s Trou­ 


b les Are Not Over and Crisis Prob ­ 


ab ly Will Be Reached Tod ay. 


Ossining, N. Y., July 26.—Amid the 
greatest uproar ev er known at the jail 
on the Hudson, six ty conv icts were 
sent from Sing Sing prison to Auburn. 
It was the new' warden’s body blow at 
an insurrection that is not ov er, by any 
means. 
Today , his sev enteenth on the job, 
will probably settle Warden James M. 
Clancy ’s power to rule 1,400 criminals. 
He has av erted one plan for a jail de­ 
liv ery . 
Whether he can av ert an­ 
other and break the back of the strike 
that is spreading through the prison 
ought to be made plain in the nex t 
twelv e hours. 
Nav al militiamen w'ho stood around 
the streets of Ossining all Thursday 
night hav e left on a practice cruise on 
the battleship Alabama. Towrn Super­ 
v isor Jenkins, who used to be a cap­ 
tain and who serv ed in Cuba, declared 
that he had 500 militiamen ready to 
rush to Sing Sing in a half hour’s time 
and w'ould keep them in readiness for 
some day s to come. 
Kurt Schoenherr, the burglar who 
escaped from the prison last Saturday , 
wras found early last night hiding in a 
nook in the knitting shop. Friends in 
the prison had kept him supplied with 
food. 
Ov er 350 men were locked up 
all day in their cells, and some of 
these had been locked up for forty - 
eight hours and longer. 
Of the 900 
men sent to work in the shops a good 
many did nothing but put their elbows 
through the shop windows. 
Warden Clancy is sure that he has 
found the men who set the big fire of 
last Tuesday that destroy ed three 
prison shops .and the fire of Thursday 
that did not get headway . 
A strong 
effort is to be made to get Senator 
Wagner and Assembly man Lev y , ma­ 
jority leaders in the legislature, to 
v isit the prison and see how desperate 
the situation is from ev ery standpoint. 
The last two nights were the worst 
Sing Sing ev er knew. 
The 1,400 men 
In the cell block shrieked, sang, howl­ 
ed and cursed all night long and could 
be heard for miles. Up in the v illage 
y outhful militiamen stood around with 
loaded pistols in their pockets. In the 
houses people lay listening to the rack­ 
et and wondering if it would stop long 
enough to let them fall asleep. 
I did 
not. Soon after sunrise ninety guards, 
the biggest array the prison has mus­ 
tered in a long time, gathered in the 
y ard to pick the men who w'cre to go 
to Auburn. Fiv e guards together went 
up to each cell and hauled out a sleep­ 
less, noise-crazed felon. 
As fast as 
two men were pulled out they were 
shackled wrist to wrist. 
The pairs 
were driv en to the y ard and lined up 
against a wall of one of the buildings. 
Their ftellows indoors made more noise 
than ev er. 
Bed legs came crashing 
against the cell doors, the^y elling was 
as fearful as sounds from a menagerie. 
Presently the procession of the six ­ 
ty 
shackled 
conv icts 
mov ed 
out 
through the lower gate on the way to 
the railway station. 
“Goodby , Sing 
Sing, rotten thing, rotten thing.” chant­ 
ed the men in chains as they stumped 
along the path across from the cell 
block. A big roar went up indoors. It 
was the salute of the fellows left be­ 
hind.

Lansing, Mich., July 26.—The labor 
troubles in the upper peninsula will be 
of short duration, in Gov ernor Ferris’s 
opinion. 
Trav el stained and weary 
from his long trip from the northern 
part of the state, Gov ernor Ferris ar­ 
riv ed at the ex ecutiv e office and imme­ 
diately proceeded to go ov er the mass 
of telegrams pertaining to the strike 
situation which has accumulated since 
he left Lansing. 
The chief ex ecutiv e 
say s that the state troops will be kept 
in the copper country as long as their 
presence is needed to assure protec­ 
tion to life and property . 
Should the 
situation become so acute that ex 
treme measures are necessary , Gov er 
nor Ferris say s that the entire copper 
country will be placed under martial 
law, but this action will be taken only 
as a last resort, and the chief ex eou- 
tiv e is ferv ently pray ing that it will ’ e 
unnecessary . 
Sheriff Gruz of Houghton county tel 
egraphed Gov ernor Ferris that he ex 
pects serious trouble when an attempt 
is made to operate the pumps in cer­ 
tain mines w'hich the strikers forced 
the mine employ es to almndon. 
That the situation is still serious 
was ev idenced by the telegram receiv ­ 
ed at the ex ecutiv e office from James 
Black, chairman of the Democratic 
county committee at Houghton. Black 
declared that a mob of strikers were 
in control of the south range mine and 
that the pumps had been stopped at 
the Baltic and Tri-Mountain mines. He 
claimed that another mob was enroute 
to the Champion mines at Painesv ille.
